This Office action is responsive to the amendment filed on 8/26/03. 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-11, 13-14, 21-24 and 26 are allowed and renumbered as 1-17, 
respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest, among the 
other, the limitations of the connectors (or the substrate spacers) comprising solder 
balls arranged in a fine bal grid array, as recited in independent claims 1,8 and 21, 
especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed.
